LARGE BITS OF LEGIONNAIRE 
BUSINESS 

¢ Dozens of readers noticed and were 
confused by the appearance of Superboy 
fighting alonside the Legion against Mor- 
dru on page 34 of the annual. Among the 
scores to point out the apparent goof 
were Andrew B. Wright of Shelton, CT; 
D.Finkelstein of Philadelphia; Michael Lee, 
Berkeley Vale, NSW, Australia; Wayne 
Bass and Bob Friedland of Marlboro, NJ; 
Dave Dykema of Toledo, OH; Francis Uy 
and Michael Chary, address unknown; 


and Scott Petersen of Mequon, WI. 

In fact, we'd clearly stated in LEGION 
#4 that Supes was being wiped out of our 
continuity. What you readers of the an- 
nual couldn't have known at that time was 
that delicate, high-level negotiations have 
reinserted Superboy into a narrow slice of 
the Legion’s history, as plainly obfuscated 
in #13. But crossed signals had some of 
the team thinking Superboy was back in 
the entire continuity, so he showed up in 
that scene. 

Its currently our intention to keep Su- 
perboy’s role in the history to a minimum, 
with just a token bit of Legion interaction 
prior to the Superman crossover that's a 
necessary part of the 20th-century history. 
Our feeling is that the events of #4-6 area 
little too fresh to be undone in such a 
serious way at this early date. But time 
may change that and, in any event, we 
look forward to what will no doubt be a 
lively debate on the question. 

Along list of readers, including Robert 
Kowalski of Detroit; Willard B. Taylor Jr. of 
Seat Pleasant, MD; Shawn Evans of 
Cicero, IL; Steve Wright of Hodgenville, 
KY; and Joe Jackson Frazer of Pegram, 
TN, also pointed out that the annuals 
scene of Shanghalla (p. 51) strongly im- 
plied that both Duo Damsel bodies were 


killed in the fight with Glorith. As is ob- 


vious by this issue, Luomu’s last body 
remains alive and well. 

¢ Speaking of Luornu, a lot of you, in- 
cluding Sean Sinclair of Kensington, MD; 
Mark Place of Eastman, WI; and Evan 
Jones of Weston, Ontario, questioned 
why she participated in this new version 
of the conspiracy (chronicled in the old 
timeline in the previous series’ #50), 
when her original involvement in the pre- 
vious conspiracy was attributed to the 
murder of Superboy, on whom she’d had 
a crush in her teens. 

Our response? As Mark suggests, 
we've hinted (and are surprised how few 
readers have picked up on it) that in this 
timeline, Luornu had the same kind of 
crush on Valor that she’d had on Su- 
perboy previously. And we feel Gloriths 
sin against Valor (the destruction of 
Daxam and virtual genocide of its people) 
is as likely to stir a thirst for vengeance as 
was Superboy’s murder. 

Beyond that, we like to think that real, 
three-dimensional people are motivated 
by forces far more complex than infatua- 
tions and other personal ties. 

e Another question being raised about 
the annual is why the Legionnaires, par- 
ticularly Brainy and Jo, weren't able to 
recognize and trace the time disturbance 
Glorith used to send Tinya back to the 
20th century. That query was posed by, 
among others, Anthony Gallagher of 
Melbourne, Australia. Our feeling has 
been that Glorith, now precisely aware of 
Jo's and Brainy’s level of awareness, had 
no problem covering her tracks and giv- 
ing every appearance that Tinya was 
killed by the explosion Jo witnessed. 

¢ Anthony also was discerning enough 
to realize we ran one of our quotes on 
page 23 of #11 (the one that shows Jo 
traveling through a bizarre light show) 
out of order. It was the “Sonic Assassins” 
line, which should have come after the 
“foul perrverrted scheme” quote. And An- 
thony is one of the few readers so far to 
have figured out the significance and 
logical order of those quotes. Any more 
guesses? 


© Tenzil Kem may be a ratings smash in 
the 30th century, but he and the hu- 
morous tone of issue #11 certainly didn’t 
rate well with such readers as Howard 
Stangroom of London, England (who 
feels the lack of Legion-history prece- 
dence for the humorous interpretation of 
Tenzil made the story “forced, shallow 
and contemptuous”); Lynn Eaton of Don- 
caster, South Yorkshire, England; Scott 
Petersen of Mequon, WI; Don Lamb of 
Little Rock, AR; Jon Arndt of Lancaster, 
OH; Alan “Just Escaped From The Asy- 
lum” Page of New Orleans; Jeff Limke, 
address withheld; Anthony Gallagher of 
Melbourne, Australia; Steve Wright of 
Hodgenville, KY; and Jim Kelly of Valley 
Stream, NY (who writes,”...LSH #11 was 
not only a disappointment, it was also an 
insult...1 hope that an issue written like 
this one never appears in this series 
again”).

of Hyde Park, NY; Tom J Campbell of 
Madison, WI; Jeff Mitchell of St. Paul, 
MN; Charles D. Brown of Brentwood, NY; 
Karen J. Fisher of Westmont, IL; Mark

“Tsiok" Tsiokon of Newburgh, NY, writes, 
“The fact that [Keith] doesn’t have a plot 
assist credit for the Tenzil story has me a 
bit worried. | thought at least Tom & Mary 
we sane.” Wrong again! Hee-hee-ha-

With a couple of our more vocal critics 
recently questioning the ratio of negative- 
to-positive mail we've been printing, we 
decided to take a random sampling of the 
letters that we actually receive and grade 
them according to that standard and see 
what ratio comes out. 

The random period got selected for us, 
since there was about a six-week gap in 
the changeover of editors between Mi- 
chael and Dan before the mail was for- 
warded. And for the stack that collected in 
that time, 20% was negative mail, 17% we 
classified as mixed or neutral (often ques- 
tions or suggestions) and 63% was posi- 
tive. That's a three-to-one positive-to- 
negative ratio, which is pretty consistent 
with what we've been receiving all along 
(and we feel, what we've been printing all 
along).
